B.  Tyler.  D.  P..  nnd  numerous  others  in- 
cluding Madame  Bieler  of  Paris,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Professor  P’Anbigne,  the  historian 
of  tlm  Reformation.

Puncitn  of  New  York  State,  journeyed  over 
fi.000  miles  to  Rome  nnd  return,  simply  to 
address  an  Italian  and  a German  Conference 
on  the  Home  Pepartment  of  the  Sunday 
School,  which  he  founded.

I).’’  in 
some  other  denomination.  Such  men  esn't 
hurt  tlrt  truth,  hut  they  can  and  do  help 
the  devil  to  effi*ot  the  destruction  of  many 
a soul. 

Truth  is  eternal  nnd  shall  stand, 

\ Desp||te  the  devil  and  all  his  hand. 

But  ipnny  a soul  whom  truth  would  win 
May  j lie  deceived  and  ruined  by  sin

From  Rome. 

Mr.  Illil  E.  Howard  of  the  Sunday  School 
Times  (if.  is  in  the  party  with  us  He  Mid 
more  than  two  hundred  people  wrote  him 
asking  about  his  proposition  to  give  ii  ticket 
to  Romf  and  return.  Eighty  people  tried 
to  secure  it  and  only  six  got  the  fu'l  num- 
ber of  sjihseriliers  to  get  the  trio  absolutely 
free.  I ! am  proud  to  he  one  out  of  the  six 
in  the  United  States  and  Ganrola.  On  our 
trip  wej  have  seen  the /Azores,  Gibraltar, 
Algiers,  j Pompeii,  Naples  and  we  are  spend- 
ing our  Ifirst  day  in  Rome.  We  first  stopped 
at  Pont*  Belgrade,  a city  of  ten  thousand 
on  the  iRiland  of  St.  Michael.  There  is  one 
evangelical  mission  there  with  alintit  fifty 
members.  It  is  the  only  one  on  the  entire 
group  o (f  islands,  whirh  have  a total  popu- 
lation .if  more  than  twy  hundron  and  fifty 
thousand.  Romanism  is  in  evidence  on 
e\rrv  lifinil  in  many  way's  Al  Gibraltar 
we  saw)  some  things  that  were  great  and 
wonderfjiil  and  we  also  Saw.  when  we  cross- 
ed the  rieutral  ground  into  Line*,  a Spanish 
city,  many  things  that  made  our  heart* 
sick  within  us.  Poverty,  filth  and  misery; 
“amphitheaters”  where  thousands  gather 
on  Sunday  to  see  Spanish  bull  fights  and 
CathoIicT  cathedrals  were  some  of  the  'hings 
that  attracted  our  attention.  \ 

At  Algiers  we  saw  the  great  crowds  of 
Moors  and  Arabs  as  they  went  to  worship 
Mohamijd.  There  are  more  than  forty  thou- 
sand of  them  there. 


We  went  into  two  of  theit-  mosquom,  and 
saw  them  as  they  would  come  in  and  hat  bl- 
and bow  down  to  worship.  1 have  realised 
as  never  before  the  need  for  and  what  it 
means  to  lie  a missionary. 

Naples  is  a city  with  more  Than  five  hun- 
dred thousand  people,  nearly  alt  Catholics. 
There  are  many  places  of  interest  thi  re.  We 
saw  Puteoli,  where  Paul  landed  on  his  way 
to  Rorfie.  We  went  out  to  Pompeii  and  Ve- 
suvius. I shall  never  cease  to  thank  the 
State  Mission  Board  and  the  many  who 
contributed  to  make  the  trip  possible,  I 
think  I can  return  to  niv  work  hHte-  fittisl 
and  worth  more  to  llis  cause.

The  sooner  that  Vsilt" 
of  carimi  decayed  wood  and  mud  M the 
third  term  mt  ia  cut  out  of  our  jailiticaJ 
nomenclature  ami  banished  from  otir  news- 
papers the  better.  There  is  nothing  in  it 
hut  earnage  and  bloodshed  and  we  have 
hail  enough  of  that. 

A vigilance  committee  with  no  ends  to 
serve  but  the  welfare  of  the  people,  would 
lie  a good  thing  to  secure  the  passage  of 
statutes  free  from  secret  or  double  meaning 
and  to  promote  the  just  enforcement  of  all 
wholesome  laws.  Their  rhief  function  should 
lie  to  give  publicity  to  all  legislative  ami 
judicial  proceedings  with  clear  and  fcarh-n* 
explanations  in  all  needed  case*.  It  might 
be  called  “government  by  citizens”  and 
looked  upon  by  public  functionaries  as  “'of- 
ficious” and  “meddling,”  but  it  would  be 
sane  and  healthy  nevertheleaa.

an  almniination  to  have  commit- 
tee rooms  in  the  same  building 
where  men  are  speaking,  and 
have  them  going  backward*  and 
forwards  and  slamming  doors  and 
talking  during  sessions  af  the 
body.  One  hud  aa  well  be  ip  a 
•lay-bird  court  as  to  lie  in  a 
great  building  trying  to  hear  a 
speech  under  such  confusion. 

In  the  third  plade  let  me  say 
that  the  presiding  officer  is  |>artly 
at  fault  for  the  failure  to  hear 
hs'catiNc  he  does  not  enforce  strict 
order.  I know  he  halt's  to  do  so 
hut  the  cause  of  Christ  demands' 
that  order  be  preserved  while  we 
discuss  the  l-ortl  s business,  ami  it 
should  1m*  enforced  strictly. 

Of  course  all  -of  the  speakers 
did  well,  but  only  a few  were 
appreciated  because  they  only 
were  distinctly  heard.  A g<M*tl 
motto  for  all  who  wish  to  s|>eak 
to  the  Convention  would  be: 
Speak  loudly,  speak  distinctly, 
speak  correctly.  Circumlocution 
and  vapid  generalities  enuse  the 
audience  to  undervalue  not  only 
the  speaker  hilt  the  cause  he  rep- 
resents. For  the  sake  of  the 
cause  one  had  better  never  speak 
than  to  “re-hnsh  old  straw’’  or 
deal  out  common-place  platitudes. 

Now  one  ^other  suggestion.  I 
believe  the* cause  would  be  grost- 
ly  benefitted  if  we  would  spend 
less  time  talking  about  what  has 
been  done  and  give  more  time  to 
the  discussion  of  how  to  do.
